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WOMAN’S  HOSPITAL  AND  THE  COMMUNITY 


The  photographs  on  the  preceding  pages  illustrate  progress  and 
change  and  reflect  the  ever-advancing  trends  in  the  practice  of  medi¬ 
cine.  Woman’s  Hospital  in  the  State  of  New  York  has  served  its 
community  in  the  specialties  of  obstetrics  and  gynecology  during  the 
past  ninety-three  years.  The  Surgical  Staff  has  maintained  a  po¬ 
sition  of  world  leadership  in  these  specialties,  and  has  carried  out 
the  hopes  and  dreams  of  Dr.  J.  Marion  Sims,  the  founder  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  Woman’s  Hospital  was  opened  in  a  small  building  at  Madison 
Avenue  and  29th  Street  in  1855.  Twelve  years  later,  in  1867,  a 
large  hospital,  which  set  the  standard  for  hospitals  of  its  day,  was 
opened  on  a  block  of  land  at  Park  and  Lexington  Avenues  between 
49th  and  50th  Streets,  the  present  site  of  the  Waldorf  Astoria  Hotel. 
The  present  Hospital,  which  was  opened  in  1906,  reflected  the  best 
architectural  thinking  of  the  early  twentieth  century,  and  when  it 
was  opened  it  was  hailed  as  a  remarkable  achievement  in  hospital 
construction. 

The  present  Hospital  building  has  now  served  the  community  for 
forty-three  years,  and,  until  recently,  few  major  alterations  have  been 
made.  The  Board  of  Governors,  in  keeping  with  the  tradition  of 
the  Hospital,  have,  during  the  past  two  or  three  years,  supported  the 
fine  work  of  the  Surgical  Staff  by  installing  equipment  which  con¬ 
forms  with  latest  surgical  and  medical  developments. 

Further  large  expenditures  are  necessary  to  renovate  and  make 
possible  the  most  economical  operation  of  the  Professional  Service 
Departments,  the  Dietary  Departments,  the  power  plant,  the  elec¬ 
trical  installations  and  plumbing.  These  alterations  will  provide  a 
hospital  for  the  practice  of  obstetrics  and  gynecology,  which  will 
continue  to  set  the  standard  for  these  specialties.

The  year  1948  has  been  a  challenging  one  for  everyone  connected 
with  the  Hospital. 

All  costs  of  operation  increased.  Many  repairs,  renewals  and  funda¬ 
mental  improvements  were  necessary.  As  a  result,  in  spite  of  every 
effort  to  control  expenses,  our  costs  exceeded  our  income. 

The  total  current  receipts  from  patients,  contributions  from  friends 
of  the  Hospital,  grants  from  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  Greater  New 
York  Fund,  and  income  from  investments  amounted  to  $1,232,2 37.66. 
The  total  expenses  were  $1,307,050.33,  with  a  resultant  excess  of  ex¬ 
penses  over  revenue  of  $74,812.67. 

Without  the  contributions  from  our  friends,  the  deficit  would  have 
been  much  larger  and  we  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  support  the  Hospital 
has  received. 

We  earnestly  ask  our  many  friends  to  contribute  to  the  extent  of  their 
ability,  both  for  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  Hospital  plant 
during  1949. 

It  is  a  definite  fact  that  a  Hospital  must  progress  if  it  is  to  continue 
a  vital  factor  in  community  life. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS 


On  December  31st,  we  took  possession  of  the  property  of  the  National 
Academy  of  Design,  extending  along  Amsterdam  Avenue  from  109th 
to  110th  Street.  We  contracted  to  buy  this  land  some  years  ago  to  pro¬ 
tect  the  Hospital  and  to  provide  space  for  future  expansion.  Until  such 
time  as  a  definite  plan  is  made,  the  property  will  be  used  for  the  benefit 
of  our  patients  and  the  staff  of  the  Hospital. 

During  the  year  we  accepted  with  great  regret  the  resignation  from 
the  Board  of  Dr.  Alice  Gregory,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board 
since  1929.  We  shall  count  on  her  wise  advice  and  aid  in  the  future. 

Mrs.  James  P.  Vogel,  a  Board  member  since  1945,  resigned  because 
her  residence  is  no  longer  in  New  York.  Her  work  on  the  Board  was 
inspiring,  and  her  continued  interest  in  the  Hospital  is  appreciated. 

During  the  past  year  Dr.  Aldridge  and  all  the  members  of  the  Surgical 
Department,  Dr.  Klicka,  our  Director,  and  all  the  members  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  Staff  have  given  without  reserve  their  time  and  energy  to  make  our 
Hospital  an  outstanding  institution  for  the  care  of  those  in  all  walks  of 
life  who  come  to  us. 

The  work  done  by  our  Volunteers  has  been  invaluable,  and  we  hope 
that  others  will  join  our  group  of  Volunteers.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 


To  the  Board  of  Governors: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  for  1948,  another  year 
of  accomplishment  for  the  Woman’s  Hospital. 

During  the  year  many  improvements  were  made  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  Hospital  and  to  make  our  patients’  stay  with  us  a  more 
comfortable  one. 

Semi-private  accommodations  were  painted  and  refurnished  by  install¬ 
ing  aluminum  ceiling  bars  for  cubicle  curtains  and  the  purchase  of  new 
chairs,  beds  and  overbed  tables.  Private  rooms  were  painted  and 
brightened  with  new  drapes.  New  multi-position  bedside  floor  lamps 
were  placed  in  all  rooms  for  the  convenience  of  patients.  They  have 
proved  beneficial  for  our  surgeons  also  inasmuch  as  they  can  be  used 
as  examining  lights.  New  overbed  tables  were  placed  in  many  of  these 
rooms. 

By  the  purchase  of  new  rugs,  bed  spreads  and  drapes  for  the  rooms 
in  the  Nurses’  Home,  the  Assistant  Board  greatly  improved  the  appear¬ 
ance  and  comfort  of  these  accommodations.  All  rooms  were  painted  by 
Hospital  painters  and  one  additional  electrical  floor  outlet  was  placed  in 
each  room. 

The  installation  of  three  high  pressure  autoclaves  in  the  Operating 
Room  Suite  has  increased  the  speed  with  which  instruments  can  be 
sterilized  between  operations.  Two  new  infant  resuscitators  complete 
with  electrically  operated  aspirators  were  placed  in  the  Delivery  Rooms. 
These  units  are  designed  to  use  oxygen  from  large-size  oxygen  cylin¬ 
ders,  thereby  reducing  their  cost  of  operation.  The  savings  are  so  sig¬ 
nificant  that  after  six  months’  experience  with  these  resuscitators,  we 
now  know  that  they  will  amortize  themselves  in  a  little  over  two  years  of 
operation. 

During  the  year,  two  costly  electrical  projects  were  undertaken.  The 
main  leads  supplying  the  Nurses’  Home  were  completely  renewed.  The 
Thompson  Building  was  rewired  for  alternating  current  preparatory  to 
the  installation  of  explosion-proof  switches  and  electrical  outlets  in  the 
Operating  Suite.  This  work  is  progressing  at  the  present  time  and  will 
be  completed  during  1949. 

The  brine  refrigeration  system  which  had  been  in  use  for  forty  years 
was  a  constant  maintenance  problem.  During  the  year  a  major  break¬ 
down  occurred  and  the  system  was  abandoned.  New  individual  refrig¬ 
erators  were  placed  in  all  floor  pantries  and  refrigerant  compressors 
were  installed  for  the  large  refrigerators  adjoining  the  kitchen,  morgue 
and  laboratory.  Fortunately,  a  substantial  portion  of  the  cost  of  this 
renovation  was  borne  by  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

During  the  year,  plans  were  developed  for  the  installation  of  a  cafe¬ 
teria  adjoining  the  6th  floor  Dining  Room  for  personnel.  It  was  in¬ 
stalled  during  the  fall  and  placed  in  operation  on  October  15,  1948.  The 
Dining  Room  formerly  used  by  non-professional  personnel  on  the  7th 
floor  was  closed  and  all  employees  now  use  the  same  Dining  Room. 
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Overcrowding  has  been  avoided  by  staggering  the  time  at  which  personnel 
from  the  various  departments  eat. 

With  the  opening  of  the  cafeteria,  all  employees  except  those  in  the 
Kitchen  and  Dining  Room  were  given  an  allowance  of  cash  in  lieu  of 
those  meals  previously  furnished  as  a  part  of  their  salary.  The  cafe¬ 
teria  provides  a  choice  of  food  entrees  and  is  operated  as  any  commercial 
cafeteria  except  that  prices  are  determined  by  the  cost  of  preparing  and 
serving  the  food  only.  There  is  no  profit  mark-up.  Thus  far,  the  cafe¬ 
teria  has  proven  to  be  very  popular  with  the  employees  and  surgical 
staff  alike.  The  appearance  of  the  Dining  Room  was  improved  by  hang¬ 
ing  new  drapes  and  placing  chintz  chairbacks  on  all  chairs. 

A  new  washing  machine  replaced  an  old  badly  worn  machine  in  the 
Laundry  and  the  entire  Laundry  was  repainted. 

Major  plumbing  repairs  were  made  on  the  heating  system,  particu¬ 
larly  for  the  Nurses’  Home.  It  was  necessary  to  replace  all  of  the  steam 
return  lines  and  to  reroute  them  from  the  tunnel  beneath  the  basement 
floor  to  new  locations  along  the  ceiling  of  the  basement  corridor,  and 
Laundry. 

Additional  improvements  are  as  follows : 

1.  New  electric  sterilizers  installed  in  the  Out-Patient  Department 
examining  rooms  and  ward  nursing  offices. 

2.  Eight  new  typewriters  purchased  for  the  Record  Room  and  other 
offices. 

3.  New  telephone  switchboard  installed  providing  additional  outlets. 
This  improved  our  service  and  permitted  us  to  install  telephones  in  all 
private  rooms. 

4.  New  office  furniture  purchased  for  the  assistant  director  and  direc¬ 
tor’s  secretary’s  office. 

5.  New  film  dryer  installed  in  the  X-ray  Department. 

6.  New  furnishings  placed  in  waiting  room  on  “H”  semi-private. 

7.  New  National  Cash  Register  patients’  accounts  receivable  machine 
was  placed  in  operation  in  the  Business  Office. 

8.  Out-Patient  Department  completely  painted  and  the  general  ap¬ 
pearance  improved  by  the  hanging  of  paintings  and  installation  of  a  new 
magazine  rack  and  a  urine  specimen  carriage. 

9.  Installation  of  a  new  still  for  producing  distilled  water  in  the  cen¬ 
tral  supply. 

Throughout  1948  the  demand  for  ward  accommodations  was  approxi¬ 
mately  the  same  as  during  1947.  The  request  for  semi-private  accommo¬ 
dations  increased  considerably  and  three  private  rooms  were  converted 
to  semi-private  accommodations  on  the  obstetrical  service.  Ward  “C” 
had  been  converted  to  semi-private  “C”  late  in  1947  and  since  then  the 
15  beds  provided  have  been  in  constant  use.  In  1947,  2,773  private  pa¬ 
tients  received  25,223  days  of  care,  whereas  in  1948,  2,228  private  pa¬ 
tients  received  20,432  days  of  care.  In  contrast,  2,133  semi-private 
patients  were  treated  in  1947  and  2,795  were  treated  during  1948;  days 
of  care  increased  from  18,924  to  24,780.  Hospital  charges  were  main¬ 
tained  throughout  the  year  at  the  levels  established  on  January  1,  1948, 
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but  as  expenses  continued  to  increase,  it  was  necessary  to  revise  the  rates 
effective  January  1,  1949.  Rates  at  the  lower  levels  were  increased 
whereas  the  higher  priced  private  room  charges  were  left  unchanged  in 
some  instances  and  lowered  in  others.  More  significant,  however,  was 
the  establishment  of  the  same  rate  schedule  for  ancillary  services  for 
semi-private  and  private  patients.  This  was  accomplished  by  setting 
the  new  rates  midway  between  the  rates  previously  charged  to  semi¬ 
private  patients  and  those  charged  to  private  patients.  Patients  have 
accepted  this  revision  as  being  more  equitable  to  them  and  the  response 
on  the  part  of  the  surgical  staff  has  universally  been  one  of  approval. 

Finally,  a  new  department  was  created  for  publicity  and  appeals.  The 
major  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  work  with  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  in  an  attempt  to  increase  voluntary  contributions  to  the  Hos¬ 
pital.  Although  only  in  operation  for  the  last  seven  months  of  the 
year,  it  is  already  evident  that  this  effort  should  be  a  successful  one. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  services 
rendered  during  the  year  by  my  assistants,  department  heads  and  per¬ 
sonnel,  and  finally,  I  welcome  the  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  gen¬ 
erous  assistance  and  wholehearted  support  which  I  have  received  from 
the  Board  of  Governors  and  the  Surgical  Staff.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SURGEON 


To  the  Board  of  Governors  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Surgical 
Department  for  1948. 

A  record  of  scientific  work  done  during  the  year  is  summarized  be¬ 
low.  As  compared  to  the  preceding  year,  the  total  number  of  patients 
treated  and  the  amount  of  work  done  in  the  various  departments  in¬ 
creased  slightly. 

There  were  2,740  admissions  to  the  ward  and  private  gynecologic 
services.  On  our  obstetric  service  2,750  ward  and  private  patients  were 
delivered.  There  were  2,866  patients  operated  upon. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  patients  were  treated  with  radium,  bringing 
the  total  number  of  patients  treated  since  radium  was  made  available  in 
1919  to  5,141. 


Seven  thousand,  four  hundred  and  fifty-seven  patients  made  38,437 
visits  to  our  Out-Patient  Department  for  examinations  and  treatments. 

Of  the  patients  referred  to  our  Roentgenologic  Department,  1,696 
were  for  diagnosis  and  150  were  for  treatment.  In  the  department 
4,194  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  procedures  were  carried  out. 

The  Staff  of  our  Anaesthesia  Department  administered  5,156  anaes- 
thestics  to  our  gynecologic  and  obstetric  patients. 

In  our  hospital  laboratories,  57,288  examinations  were  made  of  clin¬ 
ical  and  surgical  specimens. 


Through  the  personnel  in  charge  of  our  Special  Clinics,  many  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  ward  patients  have  had  the  benefit  of  expert 
advice  as  to  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Work  in  the  Special  Clinics  may 
be  summarized  as  follows :

Two  hundred  and  fifty-five  babies  were  brought  back  for  521  visits 
to  the  Pediatric  Follow-up  Clinic.  Admissions  to  this  clinic  are  limited 
to  our  newborn  babies  who  have  unusual  feeding  problems  or  physical 
conditions  which  require  continued  observation.  As  in  the  past,  all 
obstetric  patients  who  have  had  normal  infants  are  encouraged  to  take 
advantage  of  pediatric  advice  provided  by  the  Department  of  Health 
Baby  Clinics. 
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Results  of  work  in  the  various  hospital  departments  are  reviewed  at 
Staff  Conferences  which  are  held  twice  per  month. 

In  1947,  an  affiliation  was  established  with  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  where¬ 
by  their  Pediatric  residents  could  have  six  months  training  and  experi¬ 
ence  at  this  hospital  in  the  care  and  feeding  of  new  born  infants.  Under 
this  arrangement,  appointments  as  Residents  in  Pediatrics  in  1948  were 
as  follows : 

Dr.  Lula  Power  from  January  1,  1948  to  July  1,  1948. 

Dr.  Dudley  Roberts  from  July  1,  1948  to  November  14,  1948.

Four  Follow-up  Clinics  are  conducted  every  week.  Members  of  the 
Attending  and  Resident  Staffs  in  charge  of  patients  who  are  treated, 
operated  upon  or  delivered  in  the  hospital  wards,  attend  these  clinics 
to  check  on  the  results  of  their  work.  During  1948,  1,736  patients 
made  3,988  visits  to  our  Gynecologic  Follow-up  Clinics  and  985  of  the 
patients  who  had  been  delivered  made  1,456  visits  to  our  Obstetric 
Follow-up  Clinics. 

On  May  24,  1948,  Mrs.  Evelyn  Ryerson  was  appointed  Director  of 
our  Record  Department  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  of 
Miss  Bernadette  Hanna.  As  usual  end  results  of  treatments  of  all  our 
patients  during  the  year  are  being  audited  by  Merwin  Davis,  medical 
statisticians. 

On  October  8,  1948,  the  Surgical  Staff  held  a  clinic  as  a  part  of  the 
program  of  the  Twenty-first  Graduate  Fortnight  of  the  New  York 
Academy  of  Medicine. 

During  the  past  year  our  Surgical  Staff  has  conducted  examinations 
in  obstetrics  and  gynecology  on  three  occasions  for  candidates  attempting 
to  qualify  with  the  National  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  for  licenses 
to  practice  medicine.

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220  PREMATURE  BABIES  WERE  CARED  FOR  IN  THE  12  SPECIAL  BASSINETS  AND 

INCUBATORS  IN  THE  PREMATURE  NURSERY 
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To  the  Board  of  Governors: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  Annual  report  of  the  Nursing  De¬ 
partment  for  the  year  1948. 

Not  since  the  mighty  nursing  shortages  of  the  war  years  and  after, 
was  there  a  year  until  1948  that  any  one  of  our  departments  could  show 
its  full  quota  of  personnel.  The  trend  began  in  the  Fall  and  by  the  end 
of  November  we  were  actually,  at  least  for  the  nurseries,  filing  applica¬ 
tions  away,  pending  vacancies.  In  other  nursing  departments,  vacan¬ 
cies  were  at  a  minimum  and  occasionally  but  not  for  long,  as  with  prac¬ 
tical  nurses,  nurses’  aides  and  ward  helpers,  no  openings  were  available. 
This  was  never  true  in  the  registered  nurse  category  but  vacancies  were 
fewer,  comparatively,  than  last  year  at  the  same  time.  For  the  year 
there  were  78  appointees  in  this  group  as  against  63  resignations,  or  a 
gain  of  15.  As  long  as  the  hospital  census  stood  at  80-85%  of  capacity 
upon  which  the  nursing  budget  was  planned  and  personnel  quotas  were 
filled  or  almost,  there  was  reflected  a  greater  satisfaction  in  the  quality 
of  nursing  care  by  both  the  patient  and  the  nurse. 

Following  a  gradual  national  trend,  a  plan  was  started  at  Woman’s 
Hospital  three  or  four  years  ago  whereby  more  and  more  of  the  non¬ 
professional  type  of  worker  with  varying  degrees  of  skill  was  employed 
against  registered  nurse  vacancies.  In  November  and  early  December 
when  our  employment  rate  reached  a  unique  peak,  we  compared  our 
proportion  of  professional  and  non-professional  with  an  average  taken 
from  a  1948  “Survey  of  Nursing  Service”  by  the  National  League  of 
Nursing  Education  of  22  hospitals  over  the  United  States.  Here  is  the 
comparison.

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  in  continuing  to  improve  and  liberalize  per¬ 
sonnel  practices,  streamline  equipment  and  procedures,  and  increase  sup¬ 
plies,  we  have  contributed  to  our  greater  ability  to  attract  better  appli-

cants  and  hold  them  as  employees.  The  patient  too,  has  benefited  by 
more  efficient  methods,  better  surroundings  and  more  contented  people 
around  her. 

In  the  way  of  new  equipment  and  supplies  of  special  interest  to  the 
Nursing  Department,  there  have  been  electric  refrigerators,  electric 
sterilizers,  a  glove  powdering  cabinet  which  greatly  facilitated  the  pow¬ 
dering  of  gloves  and  made  it  possible  for  many  more  pairs  of  gloves 
to  be  in  circulation ;  a  new  10  gallon  still  in  the  Central  Supply  Room 
for  the  preparation  of  all  intravenous  and  blood  sets ;  including  those 
done  formerly  in  the  Recovery  Room  and  Operating  Room.  There 
were  some  changes  in  procedure  which  resulted  in  a  saving  of  supplies 
and  putting  more  into  circulation. 

In  response  to  popular  request,  the  Head  Nurse  in  the  Out  Patient 
Department  organized  classes  for  prospective  fathers.  Interest  waned 
and  finally  the  classes,  at  Christmas  time,  were  temporarily  discontinued. 
Classes  for  ante-partum  patients  were,  on  the  other  hand,  very  well  at¬ 
tended.  As  many  as  40  were  counted  in  a  single  class  although  the 
average  attending  was  25. 

An  interesting  experiment  was  made  with  the  “rooming  in”  plan 
for  mothers  and  babies.  It  was  later  decided  that  present  physical  struc¬ 
tures  were  an  obstacle  to  successful  management. 

Contacts  with  the  press  and  with  the  institutions  for  higher  learning 
were  continued  this  year  as  in  the  past.  Last  Easter,  the  World  Tele¬ 
gram  photographed  several  of  our  nurses  and  our  Easter  bonnet  parade. 
In  November  a  Head  Nurse  and  a  staff  nurse  were  interview  on  their 
views  on  integrating  the  practical  nurse  into  the  hospital  routines  by  the 
same  paper  in  the  interests  of  publicity  for  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of 
Nursing  celebrated  by  the  various  official  nursing  organizations.  The 
Department  of  Nursing  Education  at  Teacher’s  College,  Columbia  Uni- 
versitv,  sent  several  students  for  field  work  in  our  nurseries.  For  the 
first  time  a  student  majoring  in  nursing  administration  in  hospital  was 
sent  for  field  work  for  the  month  of  June. 

Two  new  volunteer  workers,  Mrs.  Fanny  Shapiro,  and  Mrs.  Miriam 
Jonas  were  welcomed  to  the  Central  Supply  Room  in  the  fall.  They, 
like  Mrs.  Sidney  Weinberg  and  Mrs.  Robert  Page  in  the  nurseries 
and  Miss  McClain  on  the  Private  A  have  been  most  generous  with  their 
time  and  efforts  and  are  much  appreciated. 

The  style  of  the  nurses’  aide  uniform  was  modernized  in  July.  The 
color  was  also  changed.  The  same  occurred  to  the  uniforms  on  the 
ward  helpers  and  pantry  maids  in  August. 

In  late  October,  a  Health  Service  for  the  examination  of  oersonnel 
was  opened.  Earlier,  another  step  in  safeguarding  the  health  of  employ¬ 
ees  was  achieved  by  setting  up  a  routine  for  yearlv  X-ray  plates  of  the 
chest.  The  space  now  occupied  by  the  Health  Service  was  formerly 
occupied  by  student  technicians.  The  move  was  made  possible  by  open¬ 
ing  a  floor  in  the  nurses’  home  to  male  doctors  and  male  technicians. 
During  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  growing  tendency  for  nurses 
to  live  out,  which  created  room  vacancies  and  a  greater  demand  for 
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lockers.  The  Woman’s  Hospital  Alumnae  Association  purchased  twenty 
lockers  for  their  use  alone  last  year.  For  nurses  continuing  to  live  in 
the  nurses’  home  a  complete  job  of  renovating  rooms  was  done  which 
included  painting,  and  the  purchasing  of  new  drapes,  bedspreads,  rugs 
and  lamps.  In  further  consideration  of  the  nurses’  comfort  and  conven¬ 
ience,  a  pantry  was  installed,  complete  with  electric  refrigerator,  dinette 
set,  electric  burners,  drapes,  dishes,  silver  percolator,  etc.  We  are  greatly 
indebted  to  the  Assistant  Board  for  their  generosity  in  making  this  pos¬ 
sible  and  to  Mrs.  George  G.  Snowden,  Jr.,  for  donating  the  refriger¬ 
ator. 

A  great  change  affecting  not  only  the  Nursing  Department,  but  all 
others,  occurred  on  October  17th  on  the  opening  of  the  Cafeteria  on  a 
cash  paying  basis.  Cash  allowances  equivalent  to  previous  deductions 
from  salary  for  meals  taken  were  granted.  This  outmoded  the  old  rul¬ 
ing  that  personnel  living  in  had  to  take  two  meals  in  the  dining  room. 
It  also  curtailed  the  work  involved  in  the  monthly  checking  of  old  meal 
tickets  and  issuing  new  ones.  The  night  meal  at  midnight  was  discon¬ 
tinued  entirely.  Food  items  were  inexpensive  and  were  paid  for  indi¬ 
vidually  as  selected.  For  the  first  time  there  was  a  large  variety  from 
which  to  make  a  selection.  It  has  proved  quite  popular. 

Another  rather  major  change  in  personnel  practice  was  put  into  effect 
July  25,  1948.  All  nurses  on  the  afternoon  (4  P.M.  to  12  midnight) 
and  night  (12  midnight  to  8  A.M.)  shifts  were  put  on  a  5  day  week. 
It  was  done  in  the  hope  of  attracting  staff  nurses  and  to  cut  down  on  the 
expensive  and  unsatisfactory  per  diem  nursing  on  those  shifts.  The 
maneuver  was  successful  even  though  it  was  at  a  cost  of  adding  a  few 
extra  positions  to  the  budget  for  relief  purposes.  It  has  been  necessary 
to  continue  paying  bonuses  to  nurses  on  these  two  shifts.  The  practice 
is  prevalent  in  other  hospitals.  The  only  change  made  there  was  to 
standardize  the  amount  paid  on  all  services,  with  exception  of  the  oper¬ 
ating  room  where  the  bonus  is  made  commensurate  with  the  inconven¬ 
ience  of  taking  calls  and  all  attendant  factors. 

Two  other  major  changes  occured  in  salary  adjustments.  In  January 
there  was  an  increase  for  all  nurses’  aides,  ward  helpers,  and  pantry 
maids.  In  July,  the  laundering  of  garments  worn  on  duty  was  made  an 
adjunct  to  the  base  pay  of  all  nurses. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  my  staff  for  their 
splendid  support.  I  am  deeply  grateful  for  the  sympathetic  guidance 
given  me  by  Mrs.  Taft  and  for  the  friendly  interest  and  encouragement 
of  the  Nursing  Committee.  To  the  Assistant  Board  goes  our  deep  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  lovely  teas.  To  the  Director  I  should  like  to  convey  my 
gratitude  for  stimulating  leadership.  I  am  pleased  to  acknowledge 
the  continued  co-operation  and  support  of  the  Chief  Surgeon  and  his 
staff.

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To  the  Board  of  Governors  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  report  of  the  Social  Service  De¬ 
partment  for  the  year  1948: 

The  Social  Service  Department  has  continued  to  serve  the  Hospital 
by  providing  case  work  services  to  all  patients  requiring  them,  with  the 
hope  that  these  patients  will  benefit  to  a  greater  degree  from  the  treat¬ 
ment  received  from  the  doctors  and  nurses  on  the  Hospital  staff.  A  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  time  has  been  consumed  in  assisting  unwed  mothers 
during  their  pre-natal  and  post-natal  care.  As  a  matter  of  policy,  these 
patients  are  routinely  referred  to  appropriate  adoption  agencies  so  that 
if  the  mothers  wish  their  children  to  be  adopted,  it  can  be  properly 
handled. 

There  were  many  instances  in  which  our  Department  was  able  to 
arrange  for  housekeeping  service  and  for  the  care  of  children  while  the 
patients  were  in  the  Hospital  for  care.  Those  patients  who  presented 
special  and  unusual  problems  which  we  were  unable  to  handle  were 
referred  to  social  agencies,  specializing  in  that  particular  phase  of  social 
service  work. 

The  medical  social  worker  assigned  to  the  care  of  surgical  patients 
in  the  Hospital  has  as  one  of  her  responsibilities,  the  financial  ratings  of 
all  patients  referred  from  the  Out-Patient  Department  for  admission  to 
the  Hospital.  She  also  establishes  a  rating  for  those  patients  admitted 
as  emergencies  to  the  wards.  During  the  year,  all  patients  were  routinely 
interviewed  after  their  admission  to  the  Hospital  and  again  on  the  day 
of  discharge.  At  the  time  of  the  second  visit,  the  patients  are  strongly 
advised  to  keep  their  appointments  for  the  Follow-Up  Clinic,  inasmuch 
as  the  after  care  received  by  the  patients  following  their  discharges  from 
the  Hospital  is  an  important  phase  of  their  total  treatment. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  for  the  continued  financial  assistance  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Haven’s  and  Baird  Funds,  and  many  other  individuals 
who  have  made  contributions,  not  only  of  money,  but  of  supplies  which 
we  have  given  to  our  needy  patients.
